Amendment of tlio Road Act. 

There is no subject of more inipoi-lnnce 
to a new comimiiilly than iho onactineiil 
of proper provisions for the cunstruotion and 
mainleniinca of good public roads and 
thoroughfares. Thay must bo had at what- 
' ever oost. Property is uttorly useless and 
ufiaVaiUng without them. Thoy are the 
veins and arteries through wiiose obannei 
life is infused into any iooalityi 'No' cqm- 
fott, no convonienco,""no pro;^ress can he ex- 
pected where ihoy' are neglnciod. Every 
«'ihdividuai must therefore feel interesletl in 
''(He condition and pvospecta of onr hiijhwiiyp, 
and the workin<; of tlie systtm umlor wiiicli 

• they are at the present time ininii;i;ed. AVe 
are sorry to loarn that mailers are not as 
satisfactory as they shouki be. Complaints 
are becoming more fr('(|iient of the vaiions 
detects which are fiuiiid to exist in the pre- 
sent Road Ael. '\\'o nnticipatod, upon llio 
first appearance of that enactment, ilial ii 
would not answer the purpose sought to be 
gained by its authors, and time has only 
only realized the opinion we then formed. 
From all sides the Commissioners are snb- 
jecled to considerable annoyance from the 
dissatisfaction existing on account of the dc- 
deficien(?es discluscd by llie ciivrying out of 
the present system. Tiie cliief fault found 

.'^aeems to be in the unfairness of the principle 

• by -which the iniposilioii of statute labor is 
how regulated. The .si.vih section of the 
Act provides that " every malu per.^on above 
eighteen years of age permanently resident, 
and every male or female being entitled to 
any interest in any real estate in any oi the 
Road Districts, shall perform .si.v days labor 
upon the public highway of the District in 
which he or she shall resiilo or have such 
interest as afoiesaid, and if entitled to any 
interest as aforesaid in. morf than, one hun- 
dred acres, for every addiiional one hundred 
acres, or part of one hundred acres, in whicli 
he or she shall liavc such inteiesl aforesaid, 
two extra days labor for each additional one 
bundred acres, or portion of one hundred 
acres." The statute labor may be also done 
by substitution, or may be eompouiided lur 
bisfore the Commissioners al tlie cash rale of 
six shillings and three pence |>er man per 
day. It will by this be jierceivetl that a per- 
son owning a lot of say t>.venty tcel I'rontago 
in any of tho Road Dislrieis is liable to as 

~many days' labor as his richer neighbor who 
can boast of dwnihg' one ' hundred acres. 
Any man with Ihe least pretentions to com- 
mon sense must admit that the latter land 
owner derives far more benclit from anything 
"done to improve the roads in his District 
■^than his poorer neighbor. Why should a 
man be ta.Tod at all unless it be to compel 
liliri "to-oontriljute to the expense, of the 
benefits of which he it the recipient by his 
residence in tho community ? And surely 
no principle could be fairer or more cnuit- 
, able than that he should be taxed in proimr- 
tion to the advantage he derives and the 
interest he has in tho country. Now, who 
will deny that the owner of a hundred acres 
ori the roada' leading out of Victoria, for in - 
'slanoe, ani close by the city, is not more 
benefited in the increased value of his prop- 
erty than the proprietor of a little fit m 
Fiiquimalt. Take the properly of the Pugel 
Sound Company, for example. We suppose 
that not an acre of that can be bought for 
less than £20, if indeed for so little. That 
would give JE2000 as the value of 100 acres. 
On the other hand, we may set down the 
value of a small lot in Esqninialt at Jt'oO. 
One may easily calculate liow many iuO lots 
could be carved ontof the 100 acres just men- 
^tioped. Yet, absurd to say, tho little town 
lot a'ntl 100 acre lot are each liable for the 
same number of days' labor on the roads, or 
to the same commuted tax of SO 
this is not all. When n man has more than 
100 acres, one would naturally suppose that 
ho ought to contribute proportionately fur all 
above that quantity. A man is bound to 
;'gi.ra'.8lx,doy8'. labor for any quantity under 
100 acres ; Why not gtvetwalve days for any- 
thing between 100 and "200 acres, and eighteen 
days for any iuHribi;r ol acres between 200 
and 300 acres, and so on. 'i'lial would be 
the leg.tirnale course to pursue it liie princi- 
ple upon which the Act was cumjiiled were 
consistently carried oiil. If lOU acres besup- 
'poaed liable for the labor tax of one man, 
that is $9 37, by what process of reasoning 
ought 200 acres to pay uiily about §13 50, 
which is the case as the law now stands ? 
Was tho law made to bear ecjually on all 
classes in-proportion to their inleiest in the 
ccuntryi or the benefit they may rlerive from 
jivhatever. itnprpvetnent may be carried on, 
ot'wSs'it ihteuded only for the special ad- 
Yafiiage of a few companies and'indiViduals 
holding large tracls of land, niiiking other 
people — poor men struggling to make their 
way in the world — pay fur Iheni '! Wo con- 
fess that it appears to u.s very much like it. 

Another very great source of dissatiafac- 
tiori lies in the fact of so large a portion of 
the real oslale around in the dislrieis of \'ii;- 
toria being in tlie hands ul' absentees. We 
cannot conceive any circiinistiuico having, a 
more blighting inlluence on the [Uegre.-s 
of any country than this very fact. It h 
bad enough to have a dug in the manger 
living in our niidsl, but when wo find them 
playing lhat game, and speiuling the pro- 
ceeds in a foreign country, it is asking too 
much. Jlorally, we can't see any right in a 
man hoarding property to be iniproveil at 
his neighbor's e.xponso ; and oveiy one does 
ao who keeps binisolf out of the community 
wbere'hisknd is.allaatad. , If he vrers in our 
Hiidst he would be a consumer, and most 
likely a producer— would make iiii[)rove- 
ments, and the cinmiry would havn the bene- 
i^t of his labor and capital, Ijy his ab.seiice 
this is all lost, aiidjn addition, he very often 
draws out of the country considciable sums 
in tho shape of rent. 

It appears to us that the inecpiality at pre- 
sent existing in the inipositiun of ta.ves un- 
der the Road Act might be remedied some- 
what after tho following mode: Consider 
CTcry male resident over a cerluin age, and 
resident in any district, whotber be has pro- 
perty theie or not, us 'liftble'* for BO many 
wya alatut* labor or obm'm'uilBd lax, and 



then subject every piece of land in any of 
the Road Districts to a certain number of 
days' tax for every SlOO or S200 ot its as- 
sessed market value, in the case of ab- 
sentee owners let Ihe lax be increased 
80 aa to make U£^for the loss occusioned Jhe 
obuntrT fiylhoir ab8anod''from lBiB''Provinoe. 
The above chnngea we have no doubt would 
place 111* matter ;tiponfa proper fooling. The 
principle seenna - far- more capable of be- 
ing juslly applied than the one which 
now prevails; and is almost certiin, if 
properly carried out, to be productive 
of far greater odvantages in every re- 
aped. As mattOTB at prosent exist in 
the rnral "dlstViiBtl ""adjoining tho city, 
tho proportion of inhabilanis to tho oxiont ol 
land is very small indeed, and wu conse- 
(juendy must not expect to be able to derive 
much of our taxes from iho population sim- 
plv as residents. We must, Iherelore, make 
tho land bear the principal burden, and bear 
it in proporliop to ita valoe; , There can be 
noinjustico in ihis.'" Not a'single road ia 
made but the value of the property adjoining 
it is enhanced in value tenlold. A man 
going to buy a farm will be sura to try and 
get o"no Willi good roads leading from it lo 
his market, and will give a much higher 
price for one with that advantage. 

There is yet plenty ot lime before the 
close of the present sittings of the House of 
Assembly lo eft'ect Iho alterations and 
nmendineiils which experience has shown 
to bo necessary, and wo hope our Road Com- 
missioners will exert thcmaolves and have 
the matter put in proper ahapo. _ ..
